City of Grayling and Grayling 
Charter Township officials are 
slated to meet Monday to hash 
out a legal dispute over fire 
department operations.

“I hope to come up with art 
agreement between the city and 
the township that is equitable 
and fair to all involved,” Wright 
sald. 

The township board, last 
month, directed Wright to meet 
with Thayer prior to Monday’s 
meeting to address concerns and 
clarify language in the operating 
agreement.

Donations, including a pair 
from two community organiza- 
tions, have helped hire a 
Grayling contractor to replace 
the roof on the Crawford County 
Historical Museum. 

The Crawford County 
Historical Society have raised 
$4,320 to replace the roof on the 
landmark museum building in 
downtown Grayling. 

In September, shingles pur- 
chased by Charlie Fick, the 
owner of Fick and Sons Inc. and 
a longtime museum supporter, 
were delivered for the roof 
replacement. Historical society 
officials were counting on volun- 
teers and local roofing contrac- 
tors to provide labor for the proj- 
ect, but opted to hire an insured 
contractor to eliminate the liabil- 
ity concerns of having people up 
on the three-story building, said 
Robert Young, a museum volun- 
teer who is heading up the roof 
replacement project. 


“[’m not going up there and I 


don’t think anybody else would, 
either,’ Young said. “If the pitch 
was a little less, I might, but 
that’s the way they built build- 
ings back then.” 

An account was set up at 


Citizens Bank in Grayling to col- 


lect donations. 

The Grayling Promotional 
Association (GPA) donated 
$1,000 for the project, and chal- 


- lenged the Grayling Rotary Club 


to do the same. 

“We want to do things to sup- 
port and beautify the community 
and that is our mission,” said 
GPA President D.J. Brown. “The 
museum is near and dear to our 
hearts.” 

John Jones, president of the 
Grayling Rotary Club, said mem- 
bers were glad to step up to the 
challenge, following previous 
support for the historical muse- 
um. 

“GPA and Rotary have pretty 
much kept the museum going, 
one way or another, and we felt it 
was a good thing to do,” Jones 
said. “We would like to see the 
museum still be in existence and 
keep going. You’ve got to start 
with the roof, since it’s leaking, 
and we’ll go from there to sup- 
port other museum building proj- 
ects.” 

Young contacted 20 area roof- 
ing contractors and builders and 
a dozen submitted bids for the 
project. The low bid was submit- 
ted by Lacey Stephan, the owner 
of Lacey Stephan Construction 
Inc. in Grayling. 

“He wants to do his share to 
help the community,” Young 
said. 

Young said Stephan has the 


proper scaffolding and equip- 
ment to do the job. He said work 
on the roof will begin on 
Monday, Sept. 22. 

. Young said he will be among 
volunteers who are being sought 
to place old shingles into barrels 
and trucks when they are 
removed from the roof. 

“T like it on the ground rather 
than on the ladder or the roof,” he 
said. “Hopefully, this can be 
done before cold weather sets 
in.” 

The Crawford County 
Historical Museum is a former 
train depot that was built by the 
Michigan Central Railroad in 
1882. The Michigan Central 
Railroad company had leased the 
land and the rail lines from the 
Jackson, Lansing and Saginaw 
Railroad Company, the railroad 
firm which laid the railroad track 
in Grayling to transport passen- 
gers and freight in 1872.

essay, into 100 words or less. 
The lone dissenter on the court, 
Justice Marilyn Kelly, a 
«Democrat, made a good point. 
Noting that the state elections 
division had come.up with a 100- 
sword summary, why didn’t the 
{justices consider if that would fill 
the bill? Good idea, but no other 
es on the high bench. 
¢ Unfortunately, the high level 
‘battle about the proposal offered 
I by a group calling itself Reform 
{Michigan Government Now! 
‘(RMGN) came down to orga- 
ynized labor and Michigan 
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Democrats, who prepared the 
proposed amendment on one 
side, and the Michigan Chamber 
of Commerce and Michigan 
Republicans on the other side. 

I say “unfortunately” because 
that seems to be the lineup on 
way too many public issues 
affecting the citizens of 
Michigan. 

Ina nutshell, it also epitomizes 
the extremities of public debate 
at the core of many fundamental 
problems Michigan has faced for 
years, such as taxation and 
spending issues, where heat often 
substitutes for reason and pro- 
hibits conciliation.

A fair and just method is avail- 
able, however, as a product of 
technology: A computer could do 
the job in no time at all. 

All you’d need is to feed in 
controlling data, such as equal 
population, integrity of local 
government lines, compact size, 
regular shape, and other guide- 
lines, and omit a couple of. very 
important factors, namely incum- 
bency and partisan voting pat- 
terns. 

Leave out those two qualifiers, 


and the rest is easy.

‘It is not my practice to respond 

to news articles, editorials or let- 
ters to the editor concerning 
township business, but I am 
making an exception to clarify 
some misconceptions conceming 
the current fire department dis- 
pute between Grayling Township 
and the City of Grayling. 
_ Everyone has an_ opinion, 
including me, and I will give it, 
but not everyone knows certain 
facts. 

Grayling Township has paid 
for one-half of the current fire 
department, including land, 
building, trucks, all equipment, 
and wages and salaries of the 
firefighters (a total amount well 
over a million dollars), 

Grayling Township curtently 
pays 60 percent of the operating 
budget for the fire department 
($128,000 approved for fiscal 
2007-08). 

20 of 22 current firemen reside 
in Grayling Township. 

These are facts, and they are 
irrefutable. As far as my opinion 
is concerned, I don’t think the 
Grayling Township Board of 
Trustees would be representing 
the best interests of the people of 
the township very well if we were 
to turn complete administrative 
responsibilities for the fire 
department over to the City of 
Grayling. 

We were forced into an unfor- 
tunate lawsuit to protect your 
interests when the city council 
seized control of the fire depart- 
ment and started dictating orders 
with no concern for the township 


_ (one example of many: the fire 


chief is no longer allowed to even 
talk to me without the permission 
of the city manager). I wonder 


what their reaction would have 
been if we had done that to them? 
It was unethical and I don’t think 
the township can let it stand. 

As far as a power struggle is 
concerned, I’m not in one and. I 
don’t think my board is either, 
We don’t need to run the fire 
department exclusively, We 
don’t want to run the fire depart- 
ment exclusively. We just want 
an equal interest in making deci- 
sions. 

Contrary to the city manager's 
statement that the fire department 
“can’t serve two masters,” 38 per- 
cent of fire departments in 
Michigan are administered, with 
at least oversight authority, by 
joint committees, including many 
fire departments in surrounding 
counties, 

This will be my first and only 
comment on this dispute. to the 
newspaper. When the city comes 
out with their facts disputing this 
letter next week, I will not answer 
it. I will not fight this controver- 
sy in the paper. I just wanted you 
to know that perception is not 
always reality. 

If you want to determine the 
facts for yourself, please attend 
the next joint meeting of the 
township board and city council, 
when we discuss the city’s latest 
compromise offer. We're cur- 
rently working out a date and 
location and I’m sure the 
Avalanche will publish the notice 
well in advance. 

These opinions are mine and 
don’t necessarily agree with the 
Opinions of the other members of 
the Grayling Charter Township 
Board of Trustees, nor has’ the 
board directed me to submit this 
response.

Three men 
arrested after 
breaking and 
entering spree 


Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputies arrested three Grayling 
men after wrapping up a month- 
long investigation into numerous 
crimes. 

Donald Ewald, 18, Ryan 
Hunter, 21, and Christopher 
Lauterwasser, 22, have all been 
charged with home invasion in 
Crawford County District Court 
and more charges against them 
are pending. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said that the arrests 
were the result of a month-long 
investigation by deputies into 
multiple breaking and entering, 
malicious destruction of proper- 
ty and larceny incidents. 

The three men are accused of 
breaking into seven different 
homes and stealing items from 
yards, sheds, garages, pole barns 
and campers in 1] different loca- 
tions east of Grayling. The men 
broke in and tore out copper 


lines, wiring, sinks and shower 
stalls from the houses. 

One incident involved them 
breaking into to a house, a 
garage and sheds on Bell. Road, 
where they also broke into a 
garage and stole a trailer which 
they loaded with bikes, a lawn 
mower, a snow blower, snowmo- 
biles, motorcycles, a pickup top- 
per and other objects. The trailer, 
containing all the stolen property 
along with property from all 
cases, was taken to SMR sal- 
vage scrap yard in Roscommon. 

During the investigation, offi- 
cers learned an employee at 
SMR salvage was a friend of the 
three suspects and had tipped 
them off regarding the stolen 
property police were looking for. 

The property in question was 
later recovered along a two-track 
road. SMR salvage has been 
cooperative in assisting police 
with the investigation.

GHS grad lands teaching position at Ferris State

English students at Ferris 
State University will be taking a 
few lessons from a Grayling 
High School graduate this 
semester. Linda Sherwood, 
from the class of 1989, just 
landed an assistant professor’s 
position, 
. Sherwood was heavily 
involved in the loca] community 
for years. Her first job was as a 
reporter for the Crawford 
County Avalanche, Later, she 
taught journalism at Kirtland 
Community College.

- Although she is not currently 


eligible to become tenured, she 
teaches her classes with all the 
responsibilities of a full profes- 
SOF, 


Currently, she is teaching 


sophomore level argument and 
developmental writing. There 
are some who believe that writ- 
ing is an innate skill that cannot 
be taught. Sherwood aims to 
prove this theory wrong. 

She said that in many cases, a 
kid will be told at a young age 
that he or she is not good at writ- 
ing. When this happens, stu- 
dents are likely to write them- 
selves off without ever even try- 
ing to develop essential writing 


skills. Sherwood said that the 
solution is to make students 
realize their own potential. 


She does this by emphasizing 


student discussion in her class- 
room instead of lecturing. She 
feels that if she can get students 
talking to one another, they are 
quick to learn that they know 
more about composition than 
they might have realized, 

“That gives them an opportu- 
nity to share,” said Sherwood. 

She also emphasizes that 
there are certain basic processes 
that can improve any writer’s 
work. 

“A lot of students write it once 
and never revise,’ said 


Sherwood. 

She pointed out that it is com- 
mon even for experienced writ- 
ers to compose without knowing 
exactly why certain techniques 
work. She notes that when she 
‘was working as a joumalist, she 
still had a lot to learn, even 
though her writing was solid. 

“When I was doing it, I didn’t 
know what I was doing. I did 
the rules but I didn’t know the 
rules,” said Sherwood. 

Her experience as a teacher 
has helped her to grow in her 
chosen field, 

“I became a lot more aware of 
my own writing skills,” said 
Sherwood.

business traditionally came from 
people who maintained second 
homes in Northern Michigan. In 
response to a struggling econo- 
my, many homeowners are hold- 
ing off on remodeling projects. 
Consequentially, it is no 
longer feasible for Karp to main- 
tain two storefronts. He said he 
intends to consolidate his busi- 


‘ness in Waters in order to cut 


down on overhead. 

His Grayling storefront is cur- 
rently available for lease or sale. 

Crawford County Economic 
Development Director Gaila 
Gilliland insists that closures 
like these are not a cause for 
panic. 

“All businesses eventually tum 
over, change hands,” says 
Gilliland. 

She acknowledges that 
although the statewide recession 
has been tough for everyone, 
Grayling has not necessarily 
been hit harder than anywhere 
else. In fact, the situation may 
be more positive than some real- 
ize. 

“Some of the businesses had a 
pretty good summer,” said 
Gilliland. 

She said that the recession 
meant that a jot of people did not 
have the money to vacation out 
of state, which may have helped 
boost money spent on local 
recreation. 

She added that recent business 
openings, such as Walgreens and 
the Canadian Steak and Fish Co., 


have brought new jobs into the 


community. 

Still, Gilliland admitted that it 
is often more of a struggle for 
small “mom and pop” businesses 


like Karp’s Kitchens & Baths or 
Fabrics & More to stay afloat. 
“Anytime you have an area 
with a small population ... ] think 
it’s tougher for (small business- 
es) than their box store cousins,” 


- said Gilliland. 


She noted that the Crawford 
County Economic Development 
Partnership (CCEDP) has been 


established to help address ‘the 


concerns of locai businesses. , 


The CCEDP conducts fact-— 


finding sessions with Crawford 
County businesses and helps 
them to stay on track. The 
organization will even prepare a 
business solution proposal which 
includes staffing and training 
proposals. 

“At this point, I’m workin 
with 14 local businesses to help 
them become more competitive 
and productive,” said Gilliland, 

Although she said that there’s
